The merger of Llewellyn’s Tor-
rance plant with the Columbia
Steel Corporation has wpeen under
way for several weeks with the
final announcement this week that
the deal had been closed, has had
a wonderful effect in Torrance from
many angles. The plant here will
operate independently, conducting
the business affairs in Torarnce
with no .changes in' the personnel
of its working force. About the
only change noticed will be that
of the name in front of the offices
and building which will appear as
“Columbia Steel Corporation,
Llewellyn Mills,” Many changes,
of course, will be made in the
manufacture of its products, as
quantities of pig iron from the
mines will be used rather than de-
pending upon  scrap, an important
feature, and one of the principal
reasons for merging the two com-
panies. The local plant hence-
forth will not be handicapped for
raw material, and much more of
its efforts will be devoted to dis-
tribution of the finished product.

A general list of rolling mill
products are manufactured at Tor-
rance and Pittsburg, Cal, at pres-
ent, and wire, sheet and nail mills

{are now under construction for the
|northern plant,

With unlimited supply of raw
material the factories at Torrance,
Pittsburgh and Portland, Oregon,
practically completes the scheme of
the corporation for the distribu-
tion in unlimited quantities of pig
iron and steel products.

Only recently the Utah Coal and
Coke Company of Provo, Utah, was
acquired by the Columbia Steel
Corporation and plants were then
enlarged to Include blast furnaces
and by-product ovensg as well as
coke ovens for the manufacture of
pig iron. The constantly increas-
ing demand on the Pacific Coast,
together with the favorable loca-
tion of the Torrance plant to serve
foreign markets with shipping out-
lets at the San Pedro harbor should
afford large opportunities for
growth and expansion of the local
concern,

The Llewellyn properties at Tor-
rance consist of a steel foundry
and rolling mill with both open
hearth and electric furnace equip-
ment, The Torrance plant has
been operating for a little over five
years and has an annual capacity
of sixty thousand tons of finished
product,

Today, manufacturers of steel on
the Pacific Coast make steel largely
from scrap and are limited in their
output by the amount of the ma-
terial available. But with the
ability to procure pig iron upon
completion of the Utah develop-
ments, they will be-in a position
to manufacture all steel' for which
they may ﬂpd a market. Lolum-
bia Steel Corporation will also be
ready to furnish Pacific Coast
foundries with their principal raw
material, for which they now de-
pend on foreign countries or the
Bastern part of the United States.

The amalgamation of. “the Tor-
rance properties has ‘Ho bearing
upon the business of Llewellyn Iron
Works in Los Angeles, which will
continue its operations independ-

ently as heretofore,

Farther to the east the two Hub
wells were rivaling in interest the
new producer as a result of a re-
port that they were showing up
better than any of the wells in
the field. Smith No. 1, which at
the close of drilling yesterday was
down approximately 3400 feet, was
reported to be in a heavily satu-
rated oil sand with every indica-
tion for a big producer. Frier No.
1 stood ready to cement at 3070
with the eéarly oil showing said to
be excellent. Smith No. 1 is ex-
pected to be put on production the
first of next week,

South of Carson street and off-
setting Smith No. 1, Torrance No.
6 was reported to be down 3200
feet and it was believed that it
would be put on production within
\a few days aftter Smith No, I was
brought in. One location to the
west the drillers reported that the
attempt to shut off the water in
Torrance No, 4 had been unsuc-
cessful and that it would be drilled
deeper and re-cemented.

The Gilmore Petroleum Com-
pany's offset to the two Hub wells
made good progress through the
past week and had reached a depth
of 2400 feet yesterday. The logs
in' this well are ‘said to be com-
 paring favorably with that of the
other wells in this area, giving
promise of a good producer,

. Just east of Torrance No. 5 on
the Chanslor-Canfleld Midway lease
the drillers in Torrance No, 7 were
preparing to spud in yesterday,
while the work on building the rig
for Torrance No, 8, offsetting the
Midway Northern Oil Company's
No. 1 well on the old Long Beach-
Redondo Road, .was being rushed.

One of the smallest leases ever
closed in the Torrance fleld was
completed last week by P. H. Greer
and W,-B. Allen, Santa Fe Springs
operators, on four-tenthg of an acre
at Carson and Madrid,  The" lease
was made by Bergman & Rohring.
This will bring the drill to the
edge of the restricted district. The
bonus for the lease is sald to ex-
ceed $1000,
